An effort lias been made to get 
the word

farmers of Rush 
county that they will have a chance 
to present their plea for a change in 
the alleged unfair 
assessment 
of 
farm real estate, when 
the 
state 
board of tax commissioners holds a 
public hearing at the court 
house 
Monday morning at ten o’clock. 
The state board is empowered 
by 
a law enacted by the last legislature 
to make horizontal 
reductions 
by 
towns, cities, townships, 
counties, I 
or the whole state, if need bt*f in or­ 
der to equalize assessments. The law 
does not authorize the hoard, how­ 
ever, to reduce or increase any in­ 
dividual’s tax appraisement. Where 
relief is granted, it must be by the 
taxing unit. 
The Hush County Farm 
Bureau 
has sent out letters to every mem­ 
ber, calling attention to the meeting 
of the tax board and urging

—Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh start- 
ed home today at the conclusion, of 
an unprecedented fortnight in which 
the lowly and those of high estate 
combined to honor the hero of the 
greatest sporting event of modern 
times. 


Lindbergh arrived in France two 


weeks ago tonight, a little 
known 


youth. He departed today bearing 
the decorations and citations of 
Franco, Belgium and Great Britain 
and with memories of acclaim such 
as none other of his age and station 
ever has enjoyed. Lindbergh's lone- 
ly flight from New York to Paris 
seized upon tlie imagination of the 
people of Europe to a startling ex- 
tent. Now, Europe is waiting to see 
if Lindbergh's home land can exceed 
the old world in its welcome to him. 


Lindbergh boarded Admiral Bur- 


rage's launch for the Memphis at

Births and deaths staged a close 


race during the month of Maj, ac- 
cording to the tabulation of vital 
statistics on file at the office of Dr. 
E. I. Wooden, county health com- 
missioner, which reveals a total of 
19 births and 17 deaths during the 
month. 


Births slumped in number during 


May, especially in Rnshville city, 
where only six babies were born, 
and deaths outnumbered them with 
eight. In the townships there were 
only 13 births during the month, 
which is about 10 below the average 
month,, and deaths numbered 9. 


The contagious disease epidemic 


which has 2'revailed in the city and 
county for almost six months, show,- 
ed a decided drop in May, according 
to the number of new cases report- 
ed. 


In Bushville city only 11 cases 


were reported during the month, one 
being smallpox, and the ten being 
scarlet fever. In the townships there 
•were 12 cases of scarlet fever re-

of the cabin and climbed in. 


He was in street clothes and did 


not even wear a hat. 


Lcvine's wife who was 
standing 


nearby, screamed, "is 
he going?" 


and fell in a faint as the plane and 
its unexpected passenger started 
moving down the runway. 


After taxiing 300 feet, the plans 


halted and was taken back to 
the 


end of the runway for a new start.

ger. Bellanca, disgusted,

from the Columbia aircraft

Two days ago rumors ' that the 


Columbia would attempt a flight to 
Berlin circulated. Yesterday prepar- 
ations started actively, and a corps 
of seven mechanics put the plane in 
shape.

So far no police officer

state, it is said, has received 
approval concerning thr type 
uniform rei|iiired, and with tin 
on their siile, Iho motorist under ar- 
rest cannot he legally lined because 
of the incomjictency of the arresting 
ollici'i', as provided in the statute.

WASHINGTON—What are we 
" going to do with o«r colonies? 


This question is not causing 


many of us In this country to lie 
awake nights, but it is one of tre- 
mendous interest to the more 
'than 13.000.000' persons outside 
'the United 'States over whom we 
have placed the American flag. 


> The Philippines. Alaska. Porto 
Rico. 
Samoa and U>e Virgin 


Islands all want a different fpnn 
of government. Especially do they 
want to elect their own governors, 
although their aspirations range 
from the Filipino's desire for com- 
plete independence to the Alas- 
kan's ambition to be a citizen of 
a recognized, sovereign state of 
the federal union. 


None of them is Inactive In 


pressing claims for attention. . 


Seek PmJfonn Government • - • 
A movement Is now under way 


to ask the Seventieth congress for 
a constitutional amendment which 
would accord the several territo- 
ries and possessions a uniform 
type of government wBicb. while 
it would not immediately grant 
statehood to any of them would 
remove them from their present 
condition of political inferiority 
under which .they are governed 
by presidential appointee* with 


absolute power above that of their 
legislatures. 


If this movement takes definite 


shape. It will be backed by resi- 
dent commissioners and delegates 
of at least three "colonies"— 
Porto Rico. Alaska and Hawaii. It 
might also be Joined by the two 
Filipino resident commissioners, 
who realize that Independence for 
them Is not an imminent possi- 
bility. 


Felix Davila. Porto Rican com- 


missioner and principal proponent 
of such • an amendment, holds U 
necessary to break into the con- 
stitution so that this new type of 
government; whatever it might be 
called, would be of'a permanent 
nature and not subject to altera- 
tion at will by future congresses. 


Divergencies of race, aspira- 


tions and qualifications, however, 
seem likely to defeat this consti- 
tutional amendment plan. A bet- 
ter chance is seen for Carmi 
Thompson's proposal of a bureau 
of insular affairs, which would be 
responsible only to the president. 
At the present time. Porto Rico 
and the Philippines are under 
jurisdiction of the War Depart- 
ment. Hawaii and Alaska under1 
the Interior Department and the 
Virgin Islands, Guam and Samoa 
under UM Department of the 
Navy.
